The Treasury department is now pre- 
paring schedules and other data showing 
the sources from which revenue can be most 
easily obtained. ; 


Increases Internal Revenue. 


The plans include an extra dollar a bar- 
rel on beer, a raise of the tax on spirits and 
tobacco, stamp taxes on checks and proprie- 
tary articles. Preliminary estimates made 
at the Internal Revenue bureau show that 
the normal receipts of about $160,000,000 
from internal revenue can be easily raised to 
two or three times that sum by putting the 
taxes on a war basis. Beer would yield $35,- 
000,000 or more at an extra dollar a barrel, 
for in time of war imports of foreign beers 
would be materially lessened. For the same 
reason increase in custom rates would be 
generally unsatisfactory. Tea and coffee 
would be treated to war duty at once, but 
Spanish cruisers might easily interfere with 
this source of revenue. The plan of the 
Treasury will be to provide immediate funds 
for the war chest by a bond issue, but to 
avoid future loans as far as possible by 
heavy internal revenue taxation. It Is be- 
lieved that the people who want to see Cuba 
free would not object to this taxation, and 
would feel proud of having contributed to- 
ward the fulfillment of such a holy aim. 

By Monday at the latest the Treasury will 
have full schedules and estimates to submit 
to the Ways and Means committee. The 
maximum estimate of war expenditures dur- 
ing the rebellion was a million dollars a day. 
At this rate, on the basis of a six-months’ 
war, it would cost only a little more than 
the country now pays for pensions annually. 
The additional internal and customs revenue 
could easily pay the cost of the war, thus 
furnishing a surplus which would justify the 
issue of short term bonds only, 

Agree on Fortifications. — 

The conference committee appointed to 
adjust the difference between the House and 
Senate onthe fortifications bill met this after- 
noon, but failed to reach a definite agree- 
ment. While it cannot be said the House con- 
ferees agreed to adopt the Senate amend- 
ments they showed a disposition to yield 
everything to the Senate. An important 
item provides $956,600 for powder and pro- 
jectiles for a reserve supply for armament 
of fortifications. Congress has heretofore 
neglected to furnish money for the purpose, 
and with the amount named the War de- 
partment will be relieved of considerable em- 
barrassment in this direction in the future.

STORY OF THE CONFERENCE. 


Madrid, April 1, via Bayonne, France, 
‘April 2.—In spite of the glogmy aspect pre- 
Vailing this morning the Associated Press 
correspondent hears today that Spain may 
find a way out of the difficulty and grant 
all President McKinley has asked, though 
in a different form. A diplomat friendly to 


today to an influential Spanish Minister, 
urging Spain to accept America's moderate 
demands, which he approved, and repre- 
senting that if it was not done this week 
it would be too late. It is further learned 
— g these representations had a decided 
effect. 

Much pressure has been brought to bear 
on the papal nuncio, urging him to ask 
Spain to grant an armistice and at the 
same time issue a rescript to the insur- 
gents, urging them, as faithful sons of the 
church, to accept. The plan is likely to 
succeed, 

It is not doubted that the great difficulty 
in the way of Spain making such an offer 


generally admitted, would endeavor to pre- 
cipitate a revolution were an armistice of- 
fered at the suggestion of the United States. 


Story of the Conference. 


Various misleading accounts of yester- 
day’s conference have been published, indi- 
cating. a long and impressive discussion. 
All that happened was that Sefior Moret, 
the Minister for the Colonies, read the Span- 
ish note. General Woodford, the United 
States Minister, without expressing an opin- 
ion, promised to transmit it to Washington, 
and after the most friendly interchange of 
compliments the eonference ended. 

The Spanish counter-proposals are brief. 
They begin with a reference to the Maine, 
which did not form part of the United States 
suggestions. Spain expresses regret at the 
“ accident,”’ and that it occurred in Spanish 
waters, suggesting that the question of } 
Spain's responsibility be referred to arbitra- 
tion. The note then declines the good of- 
fices of the United States government in re- | 
gard to the reconcentrados and an armi- 
stice. In regard to the armistice, the note | 
says that the matter is in the hands of the 
Cuban government, intimating that an armi- 
stice would be granted if the insurgents 
asked for it. . 

The newspapers today are extremely ju- 
bilant over the display of patriotism at the 
opera-house last evening, but k was to a 
great extent manufactured enthusiasm, All 
officeholders were expected to subscribe, and 
did so. The same is true of the army of- 


ficers. 
Mobilizing Army Officers. 


From entirely reliable information it can 
be asserted that the government has adopt- 
ed measures to mobilize, at any moment, 
the available military officers of the coun- 
try. Orders have already been given the 
garrison of Madrid and other military Cap- 
tain Generalships to reinforce all the mari- 
time posts at a given moment, and the sap- 
pers and miners of the garrison of Legrono 
will proceed immediately to the Balearic 
Islands. ‘ 

The newspapers announce that they have 
patriotically agreed to obey the expressed 
desire of the government and publish noth- 
ing respecting the movements of the army 
or navy.

MORET PLEASED BY MANIFESTO.

Madrid, April 2.—Up to noon today there 
were no further developments in the political 
situation. No reply from the United States 
government has yet been communicated to 
the government here. 

Sefior Moret, the Minister for the Colonies, 
has cabled his congratulations to the Cuban 
Autonomist Cabinet on the latter’s ‘‘ mani- 
testo to the government of the United 
States. 

The report published in the Imparcial that 
United States Minister Woodford was pre- 
paring to leave Madrid is entirely without 
foundation. 

Although there was a heavy decline on the 
bourse today, which the general public re- 
gards as ominous, it is learned that negotia- 
tions are progressing which will much im- 
prove the situation. Strong pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear by some of the European 
powers upon the Queen Regent and the 
Cabinet for the granting of an immediate, 
armistice, to take effect as soon as the in- 
surgents shall accept the proposition, thus 
securing time for négotiations in Cuba be- 
tween the Autonomist government and the 
insurgents looking to the establishment of 
A permanent peace.

autonomist government of Cuba, the United 
States will“ find interference difficult in the 
names of liberty and humanity and in behalf 
of the factionist minority who oppose liberty 
and disgrace humanity.’’

Doubt Felt That Flotilla Is at 
Cape Verde Islands. 


REASONS FOR’ DISTRUST. 


Against Spanish Policy to Admit 
Practical Disaster. 


RUMORED ATTITUDE OF POPE 


{BY AN EX-ATTACHE.] 

New York, April 2.—[Special.]—In view of 
the strict censorship to which authorities at 
Madrid subject all dispatches relating to the 
movements of the Spanish navy the cable- 
grams received today to the effect that the 
torpedo flotilla. is not at Puerto Rico, as 
telegraphed last night, but has been driven 
‘by bad weather to the Cape Verde Islands, 
should be received with a considerable 
amount of distrust. It is quite comprehen- 
sible that last night, in a moment of exul- 
tation, the censot should have permitted 
dispatches to leave Madrid announcing the 
arrival of the flotilla at Puerto Rico, since 
in the eyes of the Spaniards the fact that 
it had been able to cross the Atlantic with- 
out being obstructed by bad weather or 
by the United States cruisers, both of which 
dangers were apprehended, must naturally 
be regarded in the light of something very 
much akin to a victory, as the winning, in 
fact, of the first move in the game. 

It is hardly to be believed, however, that 
the Spanish censor would have permitted 
today the news to have goné forth that the 
tlotilia had been driven by. stress of weather 
to Cape Verde Islands} and that it was 
therefore further off from Puerto Rico than 
before it left the Canaries, unless the gov-. 
ernment had some purpose to serve, its ob- 
ject being obviously to lull the United 
States into still further delaying the de- 
parture from American waters of the 
squadron which is eventually to meet in hos- 
tile encounter Spain's naval cavalry, if 1 
may be permitted to use the expression, 
that being the name which has been given 
to torpedo boats and destroyers by some 
of the most eminent writers on maritime 
defense. 


Likely Location of Flotilla. 


It is just possible that the flotilla may not 
yet Mave actually reached Puerto Rico itself, 
but that it has been sighted off one of that 
long chain of islands, which extends for 
many hundreds of miles to the southeast of 
the Puerto Rico group, and nearly all of 
which are connected with the latter by cable. 
This would enable the authorities at Puerto 
Rico to receive news of the approach of the 
flotilla two or three days before its actual 
arrival in port. 

But a knowledge of the methods of the 
Spanish censor, and likewise of the manner 
in which the Madrid government is wont to 
propagate false news in order to serve 
aims that it may have in view, leads 
to the inference that the ffiotilla is 
far nearer Puerto Rico, if not actual- 
ly there, than it is near Cape Verde, since if 
the squadron had been so unlucky as to be 
driven south to such an extent out of its way 
by stress of weather and had so signally 
failed to fulfill the hopes centered upon it 
the Spanish authorities would assuredly 
have taken steps to conceal the misfortune 
rather than to show so much anxiety to have 

What they do seem to regret is the indis- 
creet publicaticn of the news of the alleged 
arrival of the flotilla at Puerto Rico last 
night, which was naturally calculated to 
incite the Washington administration to 
‘precipitate matters. They are now ap- | 
parently endeavoring to repair the mistake 
by circulating news and causing it to be sent 
abroad to the effect that the flotilla is still 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 


Mystery of Spanish Cruisers. 

But if it is, then why did the two big Span- 
ish cruisers at Havana weigh anchor so: 
mysteriously yesterday afternoon and steam 
off in the direction of Puerto Rico? They 
would hardly be wanted there in such a 
hurry and amid circumstances of such se- 
crecy unless it were for the purpose of meet- 
ing and escorting the torpedo flotilla. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the United 
States should have at the present moment 
no warship in the vicinity of Puerto Rico 
to keep it posted on the approach of the 
flotilla. And it is simply incredible that 
with the numerous fast boats, armed And 
unarmed,which the Navy department has at 
its disposal, it should have taken no steps 
to keep informed of the movements of a 
squadron of such menace to this country. 
The cable at Puerto Rico is practically con- 
trolled by the Spaniards, and the latter may 
be relied upon purposely to delay any in- 
formation which the United States Consul 
at Puerto Rico may wish to cable concern- 
ing the advent of the flotilia, 

When the Spanish Armada, four centuries 
ago, sailed across the Bay of Biscay for the 
purpose of attacking England its approach 
was heralded by scores of English fishing 
boats, the masters of which had, without 
pay, made a point of cruising up and down 
the channel as watch dogs to warn the 
British fleet of the approach of the enemy. 
It is a pity that none of the millionaire own- 
ers of fine yachts here in America could have 
rendered a similar service to their country 
as did these poor fishermen. |

For the French Ambassador 
at Madrid, when still at Washington, dis- 
tinguished himself by the altogether un- 
called-for vehemence with which. he cham- 
ploned the Spanish side in the quarrel with 
the United States, while the fact of his be- 
ing married to an American wife forces. 
him, both in the eyes of his own govern- 
ment, as well as in those of the Spaniards; 
to affect, if he does not really feel, a dislike 
for Americans, lest he should lay himself 
open to the charge of permitting his Ameri- 
ean wife to influence his policy, and his at- 
titude, to the detriment of the interests of 
his own country, as well as that to which 
he is accredited. This is in itself calcu- 
lated to render him very remiss in bringing 
pressure to bear on the Spanish authorities 
in behalf of American life and property in 
the event of war. 


General Woodford as Envoy. 
In conclusion, it is impossible to refrain 


Woodford, although a most estimable man, 
possessed of much dignity and of tact, under 
most trying circumstances and social diffi- 
culties, has been more or less of a failure as 
an envoy at Madrid. He has permitted 
himself to be tricked all along the line by 
the Spaniards, which is not astonishing 
when it is remembered that he has had no 
previous diplomatic experience to speak of, 
and that he had no knowledge of Spanish 
life, characteristics, or politics, was ignorant 
of the influences which guided the action 
of each of the leading statesmen and poli- 
ticlans at Madrid, and did not even know 
the language of the country. It would have 
been far better for the President to have 
selected for the mission at Madrid in times 
80 critical as the present a man thoroughly 
acquainted with Spanish affairs and cir- 
cumstances, possessed of great diplomatic 
experience, so as to be in a position to cope 
with tricksters as foxy as Premier Sagasta, 
and, above all, who was absolutely free 
from suspieion of being influenced by con- 
siderations other than those of a single: 
minded duty to his government. Foreign 
diplomats are never permitted to have any- 
thing whatsoever to do with business af- 
fairs, that being a sine qua non to their 
tenure of office from the time that they 
enter the service as young men. 

General Woodford is a man who has 
achieved great prominence in connection 
with the insurance business. Now, the 
American insurance companies have large 
interests in Spain, which would be terribly 
damaged, if not ruined, in the event of war, 
and this not unnaturally led il-natured peo- 
ple to insinuate thet the General’s request to 
the President to stay his hand and his ef- 
forts to avert war are not dictated solely 
by humanity and patriotism, and to regret 
that the United States should not have been 
represented at Madrid either by some trained 
diplomat, such as Mr. Foster, or by such a 
single-minded patriot as General Lee. 


EDITOR SMITH AS AN ADVISOR. 


He Talks of a Long Conference with the 
President During the Prepara- 
tion of His Message. 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—The quietude 
of the White House tonight was in striking 
contrast with the intense activity and ex- 
citcmert of the last few days. For eeveral 
hours the President. was alone in his private 
library busily engaged in the preparation 
of his forthcoming message to Congress. 
No callers were received except by appoint- 
ment, and with the two or three whom the 
President did see he conversed very briefly. 

About 9 o’clock Mr. Charles Emory Smith, 
editor cf the Philadelphia Press and one of 
the President's confidential friends, joined 
Mr. McKinley in the library and remained in 
conference with him for halfanhour. Ashe 
left the executive mansion Mr. Smith said 
that he was of course not at liberty to dis- 
close the nature of his visit te the President. 
He added, however, in response to inquiries 
that he could see no change in the situation. 

War wae, he believed, imminent,. but it 
might yet be averted: He was quite satisfied 
it would not be precipitated on Monday, and 
gave the impression by his remarks that the 
fortheoming message would not be sent to 
Congress before Tuesday. Now that the 
country. realized that we were/on the brink 
ot sericus trouble he said there was a medi- 
tative spirit abroad. The people were think- 
ing ald preparing themselves for right 
action so soon as the time should 


arrive. 

In the message, upon which much now 
hinges, Mr. Smith felt assured that whe 
President would deal fully and frankly with 
Congress and with the country. The entire 
question in hand would be presented calmly 
and thoughtfully and with a full sense of 
the responsibility of the Executive. The 
President would, however, indicate his own 
plans and wishes, thereby accepting his 
share of whatever might be the result, as 
was becoming in a brave, patriotic American 
President. | 

Mr. Smith said, in conclusion, that he 
knew nothing of the prospect of mediation 
to be offered by foreign powers except what 
he had seen in the newspapers; but inti- 
mated that the question now would be set- 
tled on the one hand by Spain and on the 
ether by the Congress and President of the 
United States. 


HOLDS MILITARY CONFERENCE. 


Governor Black of New York Returns 
from a Pleasure Trip to Consider 
War Contingencies. 


Albany, N. Y., April 2.—Governor Black 
returned here tonight on a special rain 
from.

Im- 
mediately after his arrival a military con- 
ference was held at the Executive chamber,

Harbor Fortifications Have Been 
Strengthened. 


AMERICANS SAFE AS YET.

Havana, April 2, via Key West, Fla., April 
2.—Peace has few partisans among Spain's 
official representatives in Havana. For a 
day or two the idea of accepting the friendly 
intervention of the United States and an 
indemnity was entertained. 

The changed sentiment is significant as 
reflecting the feeling at Madrid. It is inter- 
preted here as a sign the Sagasta ministry 
cannot save the monarchy except through 
-ylelding Cuba by. war, 

The Spanish population continues to have 
its appetite whetted for hostilities through 
talk of those in authority close to General 
Blanco. They charge that the faithless 
Yankees are now exposed to the world, and 
that after Spain's concession of autonomy at 
the behest of the United States, its unwill- 
ingness to give it further trial is proof of 
territorial greed. 

When sentiments of this kind are put forth 
by high officials their influence on all classes 
is bad. The nearest approach to an overt act 
towards bringihg on hostilities is the sail- 
ing of the warships Vizcaya and Oquendo. 
The ground for believing the final destina- 
tion of these vessels to be Puerto Rico is 
strong. Spaniards in Havana are led to 
think they have gone to meet the torpedo 
fiotilla, and that this flotilla is capable of 
destroying the squadron at Key West. If 
they do not hear of a naval fight before 
long they will be disappointed and will lose 
some of their confidence in Spain's naval 
prowess. 

Officers are very positive that on Friday 
night they discerned three American war 
‘vessels off this coast. That is one reason 
given and not a bad one, for the Oquendo 
and Vizeaya putting out to sea instead of al- 
lowing themselves to be bottled- up in Ha- 
vana harbor, but it will not serve as an ex- 
planation for the voyage to Puerto Rico. 

Capta Sa n, at Key West, was 
promptly notifled when the vessels sailed. 
While there is no positive knowledge here 
the impression is that the Oquendo and Viz- 
caya putting to sea would be followed by a 
precautionary movement of some of the ves- 
sels at Key West. Entrance to the harbor 
here is patrolled at night by one of the Span- 
ish gunboats which has been lying in the 
navy yard. 

Other evidences of Captain General Blan- 
co’s preparations for war are numerous, 
though perhaps not effective. The volun- 
teers are now most enthusiastic supporters 
of hostile measures. They are petted even 
more than the army. 

To see several hundred boys recently en- 
rolied drilling nightly, as is now done, does 
not impress one with the idea of their 
utility as soldiers, though it may cause un- 
pleasant reflections as to the wisdom of 
putting weapons in their hands. 

It should be said that Blanco, in his con- 
ferences with the Colonels of the volunteers, 
has made them feel a sense of responsibility 
in maintaing order in Havana as well as 
their share of defending Spanish interests, 

Defenses around the ‘city have been 
strengthened. While some of many bat- 
teries and forts are antiquated, the defenses 
in their entirety are not to be despised. By 
great efforts enough material has been pro- 
cured to make them of utility. 

Ammunition is no longer lacking. Should 
the point be reached where these forts and 
batteries are tested it would be a question 
of personal valor rather than of m terial. 

Officials are more apprehensive of Matan- 
zas than of other ports. The Military Gov- 
ernor there has been in consultation wth 
Blanco, but Matanzas js exposed to invasion, 
and hostile troops could be landed with little 
opposition. 

Corsul General Lee has received no hint 
from Washington to arrange for Americans 
to leave Havana or to prepare for his own 
departure. The Fern is in harbor with steam 
up, and two or threé tugboats are availuble 
in case of emergency. However, no imme- 
diate emergency is anticipated, and Ameri- 
cans are not apprehensive of their personal 
safety. Consuls in different parts of the 
island do not report danger. 5 

While loyal Spanish feeling is high it has 
not yet taken the form of a demonstration 
against individual Americans. 


SPANISH SQUADRON A MENACE. 


Powerful Vessels Start for the West 
Which Are Superior to Many 
American Ships. 


New Tork, April 2.—The departure from 
Spain of an armored flying squadron, inciud- 
ing the two he@viest fast cruisers and he 
most formidable torpedo gunboat in home 
waters, is considered a serious menace to 
the American fleet at Key West and one that 
the United States cannot ignore longer than 
a few days, when the destination of these 
vessels may become positively known. The 
information that the fleet had sailed from 
Cartagena this morning came in cipher from 
Minister Woodford, who secured it from 
agencies of the legation, all movements of 
vessels having been ordered retained from 
the public by the Spanish government. 

After these vessels pass Gibraltar it will 
be definitely known within twenty-four 
hours whether they are bound for Cadiz or 
the Canaries, for it is not conceived at this 
time, that they will take a straightaway 
westerly course, although their enormous 
steaming radius, unequaled in the American 
navy. might enable them to reach any Atfan- 
tic port on the American continent without 
stopping for coal. At the present critical 
stage of affairs it is improbable that so iong 
a voyage without means of communicating 
with a base would be undertaken, and little 
doubt is exhibited by American naval strate- 


monitors which are to form a part of the 
defense of New York harbor. .

In any event, the composition of this fleet 
is such as to render its movements more 
interesting: to the United States than the 
progress of the torpedo flotilla which is now 
on the Atlantic and expected at San Juan 
de Puerto Rico about the end of this week. 
That flotilla is now believed to include only 
seven vessels, of which three are torpedo 
boat destroyers, three are small torpedo 
boats, and one is an ordinary transport 
carrying fuel and provisions only. Ex- 
temporized means for protecting the Key 
West squadron from this flotilla have al- 
ready been provided in the prompt purchase 
ot fourteen small vessels for mosquito picket 
duty at the Tortugas rendezvous, and these 
tugs and yachts will be on duty in Florida 
waters by this time next week, before t 
Spanish flotilla can leave Puerto Rico, 1 
miles away from Key West. 

To meet the armored flying squadron 
leaving Spain today no such defense can be 
readily improvised. The American flying 
squadron at Hampton Roads is unprepared 
to meet it on the high seas, nor can auxiliary 
cruisers expect to turn it back. Its flag- 
ship, the Cristobal Colon, is almost a match 
for either the New York or the Brooklyn, 
and if it had American officers neither the 
New York nor the Brooklyn would over- 
balance it in offensiveness. The second ves- 
sel, the Infanta Maria Teresa, is the sister 
of the Vizcaya and of the Almirante 
Oquendo, which are now in Havana harbor. 
Their formidability is familiar to all who saw 
the Vizcaya in New York, and it only need 
be said of the Cristobal Colon that, while 
it is about the same size as the Vizcaya, it 
is new, built three years after the others, 
and includes later devices, which make it 
stronger than they are. Unarmored Ameri* 
can vessels would have little or no chance 
against these ships, no matter how much 
they were outnumbered. 

The third vessel in the squadron is unlike 
anything in the American navy, or in the 
fleets of most European powers. It is of the- 
torpedo gunboat type, superior to the tor- 
pedo destroyer class, and designed solely 
with a view to accompanying flying squa- 
drons on long cruises. Although of oniy 
386 tons displacement, it carries 110 tons 
of coal and can steam continuously over 
5,000 nautical miles. Its chief means ef 
offense lies in torpedo tubes, though it has 
a battery of.four-inch rapid-fire rifles and a 
large number of smaller caliber, It has 
three hinged masts, carrying a good auxili- 
ary sail area to spread in favorable winds, 
and the masts drop out of the way when 
they are not needed. 5 

Another unusual provision is in th® heavy 
protective deck and Coal bunker arrange- 
ment, covering up the vessel's vitals more 
than in any of the torpedo boat destroyers, 
and enabling it to pay no attention to ma- 
chine-gun attacks. It carries forty;five 
men, and the Cristobel Colon and Infanta 
Marla Teresa carry 500 each. As indicative 
of the modern arrangements of the Cristobel 
Colon, it is noted that its double bottom is 
ballasted with liquid fuel, which assists it 
in securing a radius independent of fuel re- 
plenishment of over 10,000 knots. 

The Strategy board of the navy had warn- 
ing two weeks ago that this fleet was hur- 
riedly being made ready for sea, and this 
led to the prompt orders of the Puritan and 
the Terror to relieve the Massachusetts and 
the Texas at Key West in order that any 
contémplated raid upon the coast north of 
Hatteras might be met by seagoing armored 
ships, the New York, the lowa, and the 
Indiana being retained near Havana to 
watch the Vizcaya and the Oquendo. If the 
Cristobal ‘Colon and .the Infanta Maria 
Teresa are bound for Havana the Puritan 
and the Terror will fully offset them in any 
operations that may “be ‘undertaken, with 
the Massachusetts and Amphitrite, the 
Brooklyn, the Massachusetts, and the Texas 
available as reinforcements.

Third— The attempts of many prominent jour- 
nals to excite popular feeling in favor of war are 
to be condemned: 

Fourth—The President is to be commended for 
his conservative and judicial attitude in the 
present international complications. His action 
so far in connection with the diplomatic corps has 
| been such as to justify entire confidence in his 
intention and ability to follow a wise and honor- 
able course, and any attempt to force a change 
in his policy should be severely rebuked by the 
American people. 

An amendment offered declaring that it 
was the duty of the United States to bring 
the present Cuban difficulty to a close, even 
if armed intervention were necessary, was 
cheered loudly by those in favor of belliger- 
ent measures. Mr. Allen made a speech de- 
claring that the blowing up of the Maine 
was not a just cause for hostilities. He was 
quickly compelled to sit down amid the 
groans and hisses of the war party. 

A motion to send a telegram to President 
McKinley commending his action was car- 
ried and the meeting adjourned.

Rome, April 2.—The Vatican circles an- 

nounce that Archbishop Keane, Bishop As- 
sistant at the pontifical throne, in the name 
of the Pope has sent to Archbishop Ireland 
the expression of the earnest desire of his 
Holiness that Archbishop Ireland use his 
influence with President McKinley in favor 
of a pacificatory attitude in the Cuban ques- 
tion.

sent to Archbishop Ireland an expression of 
earnest desire on the part of his Holiness 
that Archbishop Ireland should use all his 
influence with President McKinley in favor 
of pacificatory settlement of the Spanish- 
American misunderstanding, Dr. Rooker, 
speaking for the delegation, said:

„ We have absolutely no information con- 
cerning the truth or untruth of this bulle- 
tin. This delegation, as the medium of com- 
munication between the Catholics of Amer- 
ica and the Holy See, has no political re- 
lations with the President or with the gov- 
ernment of the United States, This dele- 
gation has made no representations to the 
American government and is not cognizant 
of the fact that any have been made. Arch- 
bishop Ireland lis, so far as we know, at pres- 
ent in St. Paul. Archbishop Keane is at 
Rome. No advices as to their correspond- 
ence has reached us. I make this state- 
ment without any diplomatic reservation 
and simply as a matter of fact. 

“If such a correspondence has been con- 
ducted we know nothing about It, and know- 
ing nothing can add nothing to the public 
Information. 80 far as our information 
goes this rumor may be pronounced untrue 
in every possible sense, as is also the as- 
sertion that Archbishop Ireland last night 
sent an urgent peace message to President 
McKinley.

DR. KLOPSCH IMPRESSES HIM 


Says Autonomy Is a Success and Con- 
tradiets Proctor. 


OUTLINE OF A FAMOUS INTERVIEW 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—President Me- 
Kinley is tonight more than ever convinced’ 
that the only possible justification for the 
intervention of the United States in Cuban 
affairs at the present time is the paramount 
necessity of relieving the wants ofAhe stary.- 
ing Cubans, 200,000 of whom are now being 
fed, and clothed, and sustained upon publig 
and private charity. The President, in fact, 
has practically decided to make his message 
one of peace. 

One of the important visitors to the Pres- 


ident today was Dr. Louis Klopsch, editor 
of the Christian Herald, who has just r. 


turned from Cuba, where he went to super- 
intend the distribution of relief supplies 
to the starving reconcentrados. 1 

Dr. Klopsch surprised the President and 
his Cabinet somewhat by representing the 
military and political situation in Cuba to 
be just opposite to what it was described 
by Senator Proctor in the Spanish arraign- 
ment with which he startled the Senate and 
country a few days ago. 

The President is now teld by Dr. Klopsch 
that the present plan of autonomy is a sué- 
cess; that the condition of the Cuban people 
could not be improved, but made more in- 
sufferable, by a declaration of independence, 
and that all the intervention that is needed 
is in the way of furnishing them with food 
and clothing and medicine to keep them 
from starvation and death. 

New York, April 2.—[{Special.}—Dr. 
Klopsch of the Christian Herald arrived in 
New York tonight. He sald he had seen th 
President. Dr. Klopsch sad: 

J gave the President my views on the 
Cuban question. I also informed him that if 
war should be declared within the next week 
or ten days it would mean death by starva- 
tion to many Cubans, for Spain would take 
possession of the food we have in our store- 
house. The blockading of Havana would 
mean an awful death rate and 150,000 help- 
less women and children would die. I told 
the President this, and that there was no 
way of avolding it. My words to the Presi- 
dent were: ‘ The pen that signs a declaration 


of war signs the death warrant of 150,000 


recohcentrados.’ 

* I also told him that the better class of 
people in Cuba were in favor of autonomy— 
that they would consider Independence a 
terrible calamity. I informed him that the 


majority of the Cubans believed this, and 
that they admitted thefr own incapacity a4 


for self-government. 


In reference to the Maine affair, I told 7 


the President that the people of Cuba gen- 
erally looked upon it as unfortunate, but 
it was not so terrible, they believe, as to 
bring about a war with a nation that w 
only suspected of committing it.“ :

one who has long advocated the 
double umpire system, and who has 
insisted that the importance of it was 
not appreciated, I will undertake to 
advance a few ideas on the subject 
of double umpiring ard a few suggestions 
thet I think may prove of value to the offi- 
cials if carried out, now that the system has 
been adopted by the National league. From 
my position at second base I have had an 
opportunity to study the umpiring in all its 
phases for many years, and I am sure the 
officials of

the game megiect a few simple 


details that would go a long ways toward 
aiding their efficiency, and as I have been 
especially interested in the double umpire 
mystem I think I can offer a few suggestions 
to those men who will officiate as base um- 


pires the coming year. 

Much that I will have to say relates to the 
position the umpires should take on the field. 
This is important, even to the man who 
merely calls balls and strikes. This man 
should use more care than heretofofe to pro- 
tect himself from bodily injury, which he 
is liable to receive at any time from a pitched 
ball, and at the very moment when an im- 


portant decision is to be made. 
Additional Armor for Home Umpires. 
In addition to the use of the mask and 
chest protector I believe it advisable for him 
to wear a pair of leggings, the same as used 
by cricket or football players. These would 
give him a confidence to face any of the 
many bullet-like balls that come toward 
him from the hand of the pitcher, or the 
hot fouls’ from the bat, without fear of 
being hurt. Nor would he be so apt to 
think he bad to stand in a certain position 
for self-preservation and guess at his decis- 
iofis, rather than that he should without fear

hold down the position that would enable 
him to make the most correct decision. Itis 
noticeable to all that a great majority of the 
umpires flinch and draw back every time the 
ball is pitched. 

I know it to be a fact that umpires ab- 
solutely guess at one-half of their decisions, 
Not that they are or desire to be dishonest, 
but that they have no action and do not 
step around so as to get in a position where 
they can make a correct decision, being fom- 
pelled therefore to guess. 

Of all the umpires I have ever known I 
have yet to meet one who would move around 
and get in the proper position. Invariably 
they have basemen between them and the 
runner, as the picture showing the play at 
second base will illustrate. 

Another important thing is that the um- 
pire should be active on his feet and get 
right down next to all the plays if possible. 


Proper Position on First Base Plays. 


On the common play at first base the bare 
umpire should get on a line with the throw. 
The illustration shows the proper position 
to be taken by the base umpire while making 
the decision at first with the baH being 
thrown by third baseman. By taking this 
position he occupies the same relation to the 
game as the judge on a race course who 
stands directly over the wire, and who 18 
the only person on the ground that is able 
to judge a close decision. When a runner oc- 
cupies first base the umpire should take a 
position directly back of second base. From 
there he can judge first base decisions with 
great accuracy, and in case therunner starts 
for second all he has to do is to step around 
and get on a line with first base, as indicated 

by the star in the illustration. By so doing 
he is at once in & position to see when the 
second baseman whirls around to touch the 
runner and can make his decision without 


any guess work. The umpires of the past have 


always taken the position in the play at 
second base as shown in the accompanying 
iliustration. It is wrong—from the fact 
which must be apparent to all—that the base 
runner is directly between him and the 
baseman. 

In making the play illustrated, should the 
second baseman be required to come down 
on the field side of the runner and should 
he miss him a few inches in the scramble 
which would naturally follow, the umpire 
woyld be entirely at sea and would be com- 
pelled to make a guess. On the other hand, 


_ should he take the position as indicated by 


the star he could judge with all fairness 
whether the runner was touched or not. 

When first and second bases are occupied 
the base umpire's position is directly back of 
second, from which point he can observe 
the plays by stepping from side to side from 
time to time as the plays develop. 
In case the runner starts for third the um- 
pire should also run down towards third, 
which still leaves him in line with the play, 

When second and third bases are occupied 
he should stand a little back of third, and in 
case of a play there he can step in position. 
He can also see second base plays, for he is 
always on a line and can see between the 
base runner and the baseman. 

Then, again, should a play come up at 
first all he has to do is to run in on the dia- 
mond to get lined up with the play and at 
the same time take care of any work that 


might develop at this time on second or 
third. 


Relates a Case in Point. 


Here is a case in point that will illustrate 
both the value of the double umpire system 
and the ease with which a second umpire 
can accurately make decisions at second 
which would have to be guessed at by the 
umpire at the plate. It also illustrates how 
the new. system is likely to do away with 
u great deal of kicking. At San Francisco 
in 1888, while the Chicagos and All-Americas 
were on their tour around the world, I 
asked to umpire the bases for a game that 
was being played between a local team and 


the All-Americas. The request was granted 


me, and I proceeded to put in practice what 
I had long before advocated, which wasthat 
of the double umpire system. res 

In the early. part of the game @ play 
came up at second that satisfied me that 
the double umpire system would ultimately 
be a law on the statute books of the great 
American game, as it would obviate many

The home umpire had stepped out 
in front of the home plate and was trying 
to direct the baseman to me. During all 
this wrangle I had not said a word. I sim- 
ply followed up the baseman, who knew he 
was biuffing, and that the home umpire 
could mot tell from where he stood whether 
the runner was touched out or not. The 
moment he saw me and remembered I was 
near him at the time of the play he wilted 
and walked back to his base without even 
sO much as saying a word to me. 

From that day on I advocated the double 
umpire system stronger than ever before, 
and I am glad to say that today the system is 
in use. ‘ 

It is true there is a lot of work and hust- 
ling about for the base umpire to do, and 
with his best efforts put forth he will be

Hence 
the prices may be affected both by the rela- 
tively high value of money and by the 
possible creation of a large amount of addi- 
‘tional securities of a high class character.“ 


‘Anti-American Tone. 

The Paris Herald seems to be strongly in- 
fected by an anti-American tone in contrast 
to its Parisian contemporaries, and its atti- 
tude constitutes a source of perpetual won- 
derment to Englishmen, who cannot under- 
stand the position of a journal which almost 
invariably sides against its own country. It 
has just given the fullest prominence to a 
letter signed “‘ Ancient Mariner,“ in which 
a laborious attempt is made to turn the 
whole official report of the Maine disaster 
to the disadvantage of the American navy 
and its officers. In an editorial in the same 
issue the suggestions and Insinuations of 
Ancient Mariner are sympathetically 
‘emphasized, traversing as they do points de- 
cided by the board of inquiry.

London Society Is Scandalized. 


It has been long since London society has 
been so deeply stirred as by the death of 
Mrs. Uzilli, a young, pretty, talented, and 
wealthy society woman, whose death, it is 
alleged, was brought about by an illegal 
operation performed by William Maunsell 
Collins, a one time fashionable doctor. 
Collins was formerly a surgeon of the Sec- 
ond Life Guards, from which he retired ten 


practice in the West End. Three years later 
he was charged with forging bills for $7,500 
‘in the name of a patient, Captain Selwyn, 
formerly a brother guards officer, while fi 
with typhoid. Collins pleaded guilty and 
though the offense was perpetrated under 
the most odious professional circumstances, 
he got a lengthy array of leaders in Lon- 
don society, Cabinet Ministers and others, to 
testify to his character with the result that 
he was released on his own recognizance. 
This sentence created a tempest of indigna- 
tion at the time, and Collins was struck off 
the medical register. He was next heard of 
attending Mrs. Langtry, although it is now 
illegal for him to practice. 

Mrs. Langtry nearly died, and Sir William 
Broadbent was sent for, but refused to come 
when informed that Collins was in charge of 

the case. He only consented to do on a 
strong appeal from Abingdon Baird and the 
assurance he would have to meet Collins 
only on the status of a skilled nurse. 

Three years ago Collins turned up again 
in connection with the case of a society 
woman, Mrs. Scott Campbell, whose body 
was exhumed by the authorities. Evidence 
that an illegal operation had been performed 
was given by two eminent surgeons. Collins 
also had charge of this case, and the corner 
of the curtain was barely lifted on what 
obviously was a grave society scandal when 
suddenly it was dropped again by the au- 
| thorities and the whole affair was mysteri- 


ously hushed up. 


To Protect a Cabinet Minister. 

It has always been understood that this 
smothering up process was due to the fact 
that a Cabinet Minister’s name would be 
drawn into the case if proceeded with. Des- 
pite his conviction of forgery and an un- 
savory reputation acquired in connection 
with a special kind of practice he has been 
understood to be engaged in, Collins has al- 
ways maintained a fine house at Cadogan 
place, and enjoyed a large practice. He has 
been specially in request among very smart 
women, by whom he was always called 
„Wilkie Collins.“ 

Mrs. Uzilli’s case is the far most serious 
of any Collins as yet has been concerned in, 
as the evidence of the nurse and maid, and 
the dying statement of the unfortunate wom- 
an herself read at the post-mortem, all afford 
the strongest possible evidence that an il- 
legal operation caused her death. She was 
introduced to Collins by Mrs. Adrian Hope, 
whose husband married as his first wife 
Lady Ida Duff, a sister of the Duke of Fife, 


whom he divorced. The question has now 


been adjourned indefinitely to enable the 
police to collect further testimony, as was 
done in the Scott-Campbell case, but the 
authorities cannot afford to indulge in a 
repetition of that scandal, no matter what 


influence is exerted to that end. 


DEATH OF A SOCIETY WOMAN. 


Mrs. Uzielli’s Case Attracting Unusual 
Attention in London’s 
Smart Set. 


London, April 2.—A profound sensation has 
been caused in the west end of Longon by 
the death of young ‘Mrs, Emily Edith 
Uzielli, a society favorite, who had many 
intimate friends among the American col- 
ony and who was a friend of the Princess 
of Pless, Mrs. Adrian Hope, and others. Her 
husband, a millionaire stock broker, made 
a fortune in South African securities. He 
has houses at Newmarket and at Bucking- 
ham Gate and entertained lavishly and 
with the greatest taste. 

Mrs. Usielli died of peritonitis on March 
26, and W. Mansel Collins, an unregistered 
doctor, attended her. Her husband became 
suspicious and called in another doctor, 
who refused 0 furnish a certificate of her 
death. At the post-mortem examination a 
doctor said her death had been caused by 
illegal methods. Collins was then arrested. 
He formerly occupied a high social position 
as surgeon of the Royal Horse Guards, but 
was convicted in 1892 of forging the name

M. Patenotre, French Ambassador at Mad- 
rid, has made a similar statement there re- 
garding the offer of the good offices of France 
to preserve peace. These steps were decided 
upon after an exchange of views by the lead- 
ing European powers, Which have all been 
sounded by Spain to ascertain under what 
conditions they would intervene in behaif 
of the territorial integrity of the Spanish 
possessions. It may now be considered ab- 
solutely certain that so far Spain has been 
unable to obtain from any European power, 
not even Austria or Germany, anything more 
than expressions of sympathy and fair 
words. 

It is felt in official circles here that at the 
present moment any direct offer of media- 
tion would do more harm than good and 
would only still further influence popular ex- 
citement. Much genuine individual sympa- 
thy is expressed here for the United States, 
but it cannot be denied that France has made 
up her mind that the good will of Spain is 
for financial and strategical reasons more 
valuable to her than that of the United 
States. 

In the first place, France owns 80 per cent 
of the total foreign holdings of Spanish se- 
curities. Their continued depreciation may 
produce a grave crisis on the Paris bourse. 

Secondly, for twenty years the cardinal 
principle of French diplomacy has been to 
prevent Spain from joining the triple alll- 
ance, for with Spain in the triple alliance 
France, in case of a European war, would 
be obliged to hold at least two army corps 
on the Spanish frontier, thereby neutralizing 
her fighting strength by over 50,000 men. 
These two reasons are paramount in con- 
vincing France of the great value of the 
friendship of Spain. 


Says Spain Can Fight. 

In French naval circles the war prepara- 
tions of the United States and Spain are 
followed with the closest attention. A 
French naval officer of high rank, who re- 
cently had exceptional opportunities to be- 
come familiar with the actual condition of 
the Spanish navy, when his opinion of its 
efficiency’ was requested replied: 

No doubt in the end the superior number 
of ships and the greater resources of the 
United States, besides the well-known skill 
and energy of the American naval officers, 
would tell, but in war nothing is so danger- 
ous as to despise your enemy, as we learned 
to our cost in 1870. 

It will be a great mistake for Americans 
to underrate the efficiency of individual 
Spanish ships or the instruction, the dis- 
cipline, and the bravery of Spanish officers 
and seamen, which are today fully up to 
the average European standard.

_ England Will Not Interpose. 


Whether from friendship or interested 
motives may be debatable, but the British 
government will certainly not interpose in 
behalf of Spain. The continued absence 
of the British Ambassador at Madrid in 
London during the present crisis is much 
resented by the Spanish government, but 
still Sir Henry Wolff, who is now restored 
to health, is not thinking of returning at 
present.

invariably sides against its own country. It 
has just given the fullest prominence to a 
letter signed “‘ Ancient Mariner,” in which 
a laborious attempt is made to turn the 
whole official report of the Maine disaster 
to the disadvantage of the American navy 
and its officers. In an editorial in the same 
issue the suggestions and insinuations of

with typhoid. Collins pleaded guilty and 
though the offense was perpetrated under 
the most odious professional circumstances, 
he got a lengthy array of leaders in Lon- 
don society, Cabinet Ministers à id others, to 
testify to his character with tie result that 
he was released on his own recognizance. 
This sentence created a tempest of indigna- 
tion at the time, and Collins was struck off 
the medical register. He was next heard of 
attending Mrs. Langtry, although it is now 
illegal for him to practice. 

Mrs. Langtry nearly died, and Sir William 
Broadbent was sent for, but refused to come 
when informed that Collins was in charge of 
the case. He only consented to do on a 
strong appeal from Abingdon Baird and the 
assurance he would have to meet Collins 
only on the status of a skilled nurse. 

Three years ago Collins turned up again 
in connection with the case of a society 
woman, Mrs. Scott Campbell, whose body 
was exhumed by the authorities. Evidence 
that an illegal operation had been performed 
was given by two eminent surgeons. Collins 
also had charge of this case, and the corner 
of the curtain was barely lifted on what 
obviously was a grave society scandal when 
suddenly it was dropped again by the au- 
thorities and the whole affair was mysteri- 


ously hushed up. 


To Protect a Cabinet Minister. 

It has always been understood that this 
smothering up process was due to the fact 
that a Cabinet Minister’s name would be 
drawn into the case if proceeded with. Des- 
pite his conviction of forgery and an un- 
savory reputation acquired in connection 
with a special kind of practice he has been 
understood to be engaged in, Collins has al- 
ways maintained a fine house at Cadogan 
place, and enjoyed a large practice. He has 
been specially in request among very smart 
women, by whom he was always called 
„Wilkie Collins.“ 

Mrs. Uzilli’s case is the far most serious 
of any Collins as yet has been concerned in, 
as the evidence of the nurse and maid, and 
the dying statement of the unfortunate wom- 
an herself read at the post-mortem, all afford 
the strongest possible evidence that an il- 
legal operation caused her death. She was 
introduced to Collins by Mrs. Adrian Hope, 
whose husband married as his first wife 
Lady Ida Duff, a sister of the Duke of Fife, 
whom he divorced. The question has now 
been adjourned indefinitely to enable the 
police to collect further testimony, as was 
done in the Scott-Campbell case, but the 
authorities cannot afford to indulge in a 
repetition of that scandal, no matter what 
influence is exerted to that end. 


DEATH OF A SOCIETY WOMAN. 


Mrs. Uzielli’s Case Attracting Unusual 
Attention in London’s 
Smart Set. * 


London, April 2.—A profound sensation has 
been caused in the west end of Longon by 
the death of young ‘Mrs. Emily Edith 
Uzielli, a society favorite, who had many 
intimate friends among the American col- 
ony and who was a friend of the Princess 
of Pless, Mrs. Adrian Hope, and others, Her 
husband, a millionaire stock broker, made 
a fortune in South African securities.

VIEWS OF A NAVAL OFFICER.

Paris, April 2.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
New York Tribune. ]—The belief today in the 
best informed diplomatic and financial! cir- 
cles is that war between the United States 
and Spain cannot now be averted. This be- 
lief is based upon the conviction that Sa- 
gasta, notwithstanding his overwhelming 
majority in the elections, is fully aware that, 
in the face of the popular excitement which

United States Is Due to Win. 

“In the long run the United States will 
no doubt obtain command of the sea, so far 
as Spain is concerned, and this alone will 
seal the fate of Cuba, but at the outset the 
contest is by no means one-sided, and is not 
likely to end without furnishing much valua- 
ble practical data for future naval war- 
fare.“ 

Now that ample supplies of guns, especial - 
ly quick-firing guns, and ammunition, have 
already been shipped on board the Spanish 
battleship Pelayo at Toulon and the Spanish 
cruiser Carlos V. at Havre, it is discovered 
that there are no more modern guns, large 
or small, or even ammunition, available for 
purchase anywhere in France for less than 
three months’ delivery, although search- 
ing efforts have been made by both Spain 
and the United States to secure everything 
that could be useful. ; 


Social Inactivity in Paris. 
The social activity of the American colony 


is almost at a standstill. There has not 
beén a solitary dinner, dance, or reception 
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is now for the first time manifesting itself 
in Spain, any assent to Cuban independence 
would inevitably result in the downfall of the 
dynasty. This inflexible attitude, without 
which no dynasty nor government can now 
exist in Madrid, will be maintained, come 
what may. 

_M. Patenotre, French Ambassador at Mad- 
rid, has made a similar statement there re- 
garding the offer of the good offices of France 
to preserve peace. These steps were decided 
upon after an exchange of views by the lead- 
ing European powers, which have all been 
sounded by Spain to ascertain under what 
conditions they would intervene in behalf 
of the territorial integrity of the Spanish 
It may now be considered ab- 
solutely certain that so far Spain has been 
unable to obtain from any European power, 
not even Austria or Germany, anything more 
than expressions of sympathy and {fair 
words. 

It is felt in official circles here that at the 
present moment any direct offer of media- 
tion would do more harm than good and 
would only still further influence popular ex- 
citement. Much genuine individual sympa- 
thy is expressed here for the United States, 
but it cannot be denied that France has made 
up her mind that the good will of Spain is 
for financial and strategical reasons more 
valuable to her.than that of the United 
Statés. 

In the first place, France owns 80 per cent 
of the total foreign holdings of Spanish se- 
curities. Their continued depreciation may 
produce a grave crisis on the Paris bourse. 

Secondly, for twenty years the cardinal 
principle of French diplomacy nas been to 
prevent Spain from joining the triple alli- 
ance, for with Spain in the triple alliance 
France, in case of a European war, would 
be obliged to hold at least two army corps 
on the Spanish frontier, thereby neutralizing 
her fighting strength by over 50,000 men. 
These two reasons are paramount in con- 
vincing France of the great value of the 


friendship of Spain. 


Says Spain Can Fight. 

In French naval! circles the war prepara- 
tions of the United States and Spain are 
followed with the closest attention. A 
French naval officer of high rank, who re- 
cently had exceptional opportunities to be- 
come familiar with the actual condition of 
the Spanish navy, when his opinion of its 
efficiency was requested replied: 

No doubt in the end the superior number 
of ships and the greater resources of the 
United States, besides the well-known skill 
and energy of the American naval-officers, 
would tell, but in war nothing is so danger- 
ous as to despise your enemy, as we learned 
to our cost in 1870. 

„It will be a great mistake for Americans 
to underrate the efficiency of individual 
Spanish ships or the instruction, the dis- 
cipline, and the bravery of Spanish officers 
and seamen, which are today fully up to 
the average European standard. The Span- 
ish gunner and torpedo training schools for 
both officers and men have for six years 
been conducted on sound principles by ener- 
getic and intelligent chiefs, fully in touch 
with the latest developments of their pro- 
fession. They have produced admirable re- 
sults, especially as regards the rapidity and

RUSSIA ISSUES AN ADDRESS. 
Official Description of the Occupation of 


Port Arthur and Ta-Lien-Wan 
Made Public. 
St. Petersburg, April 2.—The follo of- 
ficial description of the occupation of Port 


Arthur and Ta-Lien-Wan by the Russians 
has been made public: 

“ By command of the Emperor and for the 
purpose of fulfilling the conditions set forth 
in the convention with the Chinese govern- 
ment, General Grodekow, commanding the 
Amur district, dispatched from Vliadivo- 
stock on March 17 a detachment of troops 
with orders to join the landing parties of 
the Pacific squadron at Port Arthur, em- 
manded by Rear Admiral Dubassoff. 

„The Chinese troops began their depart- 
ure on March 27, the last column marching 
out at 1 a. m. on the following morning. 
Five hours later the Russians landed and 
began the occupation of the forts. By 8 
o'clock the troops were in position, Rus- 
sian flags were then run up on all the ves- 
sels of the fleet, and Russian and Chinese 
flags on the forts. Salutes were fired by 
the ships and forts. A similar program 
Was carried o at Ta-Lien-Wan. 

Measures will be begun immediately for 
the effective occupation of. the territory 
ceded to Russia in the Kwan-Tung penin- 
sula. The Czar has thanked Rear Admiral 
Dubassoff for the manner in which he has 
carried out _ orders.“

President J. J. Mitchell of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank was of the opin- 
ion that Congress would not be asked to 
authorize gold bonds, but that the Secretary 
of the Treasury would exercise the authori- 
ty vested in him to issue coin bonds, and 
that these would be sold by popular sub- 
scription. 

“When the country is confronted with 
war,“ said Mr. Mitchell, such bonds could 
be sold very quickly, for the people would 
be influenced by sentiments of patriotism, 
as well as by the knowledge that such bonds 
could not fail to be good as investments.“ 

The Union National Bank of this city yes- 
terday made direct engagement for the im- 
portation of $200,000 in gold bars from Lon- 
don. This new importation, added to this 
bank’s gold importation several weeks ago 
-of $250,000, and to the First National's re- 
cent importation of $100,000, makes the to- 
tal imported by Chicago direct now amount 
to $650,000. Local bankers are actuated by 
no fears of stringency in making these im- 
portations. They simply find that the 
operation is now profitable. They have 
large credits abroad, which were recently 
loaned at profits in Berlin and other Eu- 
ropean money centers, but can now be 
ed at better profits at home. |

MUSGRAVE’S LAST DISPATCH.; 


of the Special Being Written 
hen the Spanish Authorities 
Placed Him Under Arrest. 


{SPECIAL CABLE] 

Havana, April 2.—[Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The dispatch filed herewith is 
the one upon which George Clark Musgrave 
was engaged when he was arrested. Your 
correspondent succegded in getting it from 
the police today, together with some small 
items of personal property belonging to the 
deported correspondent. The special ends 
abruptly. It is as follows: 

“Very heavy fighting has occurred on the 
Chaparra estate, between the combined 
Spanish columns under Generals Luque and 
Linares and the insurgent Generals Menocal 
and Estrada. ‘The columns combined on the 
sugar estate and were suddenly attacked by 
the Cubans, who were hidden in the sugar 
cane and had well masked trencheras, or 
earthworks, to retrace to. An expedition 
had landed a few days previously and the 
Cubans were well supplied with ammuni- 
tion. : 

“The Spaniards, by a clever maneuver 
of Luque, sent out flanks, thus making a 
rear attack and forcing the Cubans to 
evacuate their position with heavy loss. A 
cavalry charge would have ended the day 
in favor of the Spaniards, but the Spaniards, 
fearing some trap, refused to follow up their 
advantage. 

The insurgents, receiving reinforcements 
from Puerto Padre, delivered an attack on 
both sides, but again Luque’s flank move- 
ment caught them between two fires and 
they withdrew. The fighting lasted ten 
days, the Spaniards keeping connections with 
the seacoast and thus receiving supplies. 
The Spaniards were unable to advance be- 
yond the Chaparra, and at night camped on 
the Saez hills, fearing a night attack of the 
insurgents. 

Ten insurgent deserters have arrived in 
the Spenish camp during the last two days. 
They were all sick with fever, having con- 
tracted it on the banks of the deadly River 
Cauto, and surrendered without arnis, un- 
less rusty machetes can be so called. 

“Colonel Barillo, with the marines of 
Puerto Rico, supported the guns on Satur- 
day; Menocal’s cavalry charged them twice

NAVAL STRENGTH OF SPAIN. 


Chief of the Military Information Di- 
vision Makes a Timely Compila- 
tion for the Government. 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—An interesting 
compilation of the naval strength available 
by Spain in case of war has been issued by 
Colonel Wagner, the chief of the military 
information division of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office of the War department. It 
shows the total number of ships, including 
those now building and such merchant ves- 
sels as may be impressed into service by 
Spain, to be over 100. The compilation, 
however, does not include coast defense 
Vessels proper nor a number of small spe- 
cial craft employed by the Spanish govern- 
ment in special waters or under special 
circumstances. 

There are eleven armored ships of an ag- 
gregate tonnage of over 81,000, all of which 
except three have a speed of twenty knots 
or more. There are thirty-eight cruising 
ships, which include cruisers proper, gun- 
boats, torpedo gunboats, gun vessels, dis- 
patch vessels, and sioops of war. All ex- 
cept eight of these are of less than 3,000 
tons. About two-thirde are of less than 
1,200 tons. 

None of the cruising ships have any armor 
except two or three, which have a slight 
deck protection Thirteen of them have a 
Speed above eighteen knots. There are 
three gun vessels and four gunboats de- 
signed tor servicein Cuban waters.” They 
are of light tonnage and armament. There 
are also eighteen small steel gunboats for 
service in Cuba, carrying each one six- 
pounder Maxim-Nordenfeldt rapid-fire and 
one one-pounder Maxim-Nordenfeldt aus- 
matic guns. 

In the torpedo boat destroyer class there 
are six vessels, with a speed of twenty-eight 
knots or over. There are sixteen torpedo 
boats of Might tonnage and a speed ranging 
from eight. to 25% knots per hour. The 
ships buliding include the following: Bat- 
tleship, unnamed, 11,000 tons, designed to 
make 19 knots; an armored cruiser, un- 
named, 10,500 tons, 21 knots; two protected 
cruisers, the Reina Regente of 5,372 tons 
and the Rio de la Plata of 1,775 tons, each 
of 20 knots; the armored cruiser Pedro 
Aragon, 6,840 tons, 20 knots; the torpedo 
gunboat Velos, 750 tone, of 20 knots speed; 
and torpedo gunboats, the number of which 
is not given. 

Thirteen vessels of the Compania Trans- 
atiantica of Cadiz are designated as being 
available for arming as cruisers. They av- 
erage from 3,084 to 6,982 gross tons each, 
and have a speed of from 13% to 17 knots.

| 6uccesgsors, and it is in commemoration of the 
|-semil-centennial anniversary of the promul- 
| gation ot this constitution by the father of 
N successors, and it is in commemoration of the 
| present King that Italy will this year hold 
its greatest and most pretentious national 
exhibition. In view of these circumstances 
the selection of Turin as the pl for hold- 
ing the exhibition, which will open next 
April, was most appropriate. me 
| Conceived and organized by men of na- 
tonal fame, projected and carried out on 
| broad and liberal lines, enjoying the aid and 
| patronage of both State and Church, this 
_ exhibition will not only be the most complete 
ever held in the country, but will for the 
first time show to the world in a satisfactory 
‘manner the vast advances made by unified 
Italy during the last quarter of a century. 
The inaugural ceremonies will be attended 
“with the splendor and impressiveness wor- 
thy of the occasion. King Humbert, a na- 
tive of Turin and most popular with all

Following the exam- 
ple set at Chicago, the effect is produced of 
a superb white marble elliptical portico, 
flanked un either side by rows of Doric col- 
umns and pierced by six. arched entrances, 
the arches being sustained by Ionie columns, 
and the portico inclosing a garden of liberal 
dimensions. On each side loggias, also ap- 
parently of white marble, connect this cen- 
tral entrance with the department of fine 
arts upon the one hand and the department 
of industrial manufactures on the other. 


The approach from the east is entirely dif- 


ferent from the approach towards the main 
entrance. In place of the classical white 
marble columns and porticos, one is sudden- 


ly confronted with a gorgeous Moorish 


edifice resplendent with vivid colorings of 
red and orange, above which climb far 
heavenwards slender minarets of graceful 
contour. There are here massed a number 
of Oriental buildings, and they are so clever- 
ly grouped together that as you approach 
them none of the other buildings is in 
sight, and the view brings to one’s mémo 
confused recollections of Constantinop 
and Granada. The style of architecture 
may not represent any true type, but the 
effect is pleasing, and one would be pardoned 
for standing at the side of the magnificent 
fountain waiting for and expecting the shrill 
cry of the muizzin" to sound from the 
minaret calling the faithful to prayer. 

It would be impossible within the limita- 
tions of this space to describe in detail all 
the different buildings found within the 
grounds.

“Yes, your Majesty, it will indeed be a 
unique exhibit, but I think your Majesty will 
allow the most unique feature will be to 
have addresses made to your Majesty by 
representatives from our furthest missions 
and to have these addresses all made to 
you in the Italian language.”

Tragedy Growing 
Out of Napoleon’s 


in Austria 
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T a banquet given by Captain General 
Blanco at Havana to the officers of the 
Austrian cruiser Donau, and the of- 
ficers of the Vizcaya and the Oquendo 
Blanco proposed a toast to the Em- 

peror Franz Josef. 

Then, says the cablegram, occurred the 
startling event of the evening. Captain 
Kelwig of the Donau arose and said: 

„ propose the health and long life of her 
Majesty, the Queen Regent of Spain, and of 
her august son, Alfonso XIII., King of Spain. 
Austria can never forget Maxmilian and 
his fate. As heretofore, Austria stands be- 
side Spain.“ 

The toast was received with intense en- 
thusiasm by the Spaniards, and the incident 
has since acquired a momentous importance 
as intimating that Austria will be an ally 
of Spain if war should occur between Spain 
and this country. 

The Austrian cruiser has now arrived at 
New York, and its acting commander, Lieu- 
tenant Ludwig Ritter von Hohrel, of the 
Donau, enters a positive denial that he 
made such a speech at the Havana banquet. 
As the Lieutenant was an unknown quanti- 
ty at the banquet, and it was Captain Kel- 
wig who was reported to have made the 
speech, there seems to us no doubt that the 
incident was truthfully reported in the cable- 
gram referred to. 


Queen Christina an Austrian. 


It must be borne in mind that the Queen 
Regent of Spain is an Austrian and that 
Austria has always attributed Maximilian’s 
fate to this country’s refusal to intervene to 
save the Austrian Archduke’s life. Pro- 
Spanish sentiment in Austria and a hatred 
towards our country are therefore national 
characteristics, and Austrian diplomacy is 
sure to intervene in the councils of Europe 
in favor of Spain. 

Over thirty years have gone by since the 
day Maximilian met his fate on Mexican 
soll, and the recalling of the story of the 
past proves that the United States govern- 
ment and the American people were neither 
heartless nor vengeful in spirit, and that the 


| establishment of an empire in Mexico was a 


threat, not alone against a republican form 
of government but against the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

Long before the civil war broke out in 
America Napoleon IIL, the ambitious ruler 
of France, had laid his plans to establish an 
empire founded on European methods in, 
Mexico, and only waited for an opportunity 
which would give him an 1 justi- 


‘fiable excuse for intermeddling in 


affairs. 

The opportunity soon arrived. Mexico 
had always been a country of perpetual 
revolutions. Santa Anna had been unseated 
by Juarez, the country was heavily in débt, 
principally to France, Spain, and England. 
For years no interest had been paid on either 
government or private bonds and foreign 
bondholders .complained bitterly to their 
governments and in the general confusion 
existing in the country all manner of wrongs 
called loudly for redress. 

Napoleon’s Crafty Scheme. 
Napoleon at once grasped the situation, 
Claiming that Mexico under Juarez had now 
an established government, the Emperor 
proposed to England and Spain that a fleet 
representing the three countries should be 
sent to the coast of Mexico and an allied 


made on Mexico for redress of their common 


wrongs. 

On the face of it, this was a harmless 
proposition, and against it this country at 
the moment did not protest. The allied 
forces .were commanded by the Spanish 
General Prim, but under the avowed object 
of demanding a 88 of grievauces, Na- 
poleon concealed thé more ambitious aim to 
here establish a Catholic-Latin empire 
closely related to all the courts ot Burope. 
Napoieon’s object was twofold. Like 
Talleyrand, he foresaw the greatness of the 
United States. Our power was a menace to 
Catholicism and to the monarchical princi- 
ple. He foresaw that the prosperity of a 
great liberal power on the American conti- 
nent must eventually make a profound im- 
pression on Europe. He was desirous of 
arresting the progress of the United States 
and of checking the continuous spreaa of 
the Anglo-Saxons. Napoleon also thought 
it was the very moment for attacking the 
Monroe doctrine—an American political doc- 
ument that has never found favor with the 
governments of Europe—and for making, 
as he said, the Latin race hold equal sway 
with the Anglo-Saxon over the new world.” 
Napoleon’s second object was to find some

rassed by civil war, Napoleon did not dare to 
fiy in the face of the Monroe doctrine. The 
allied expedition had been a failure. Mo 
French and Spanish troops were sent over, 
until the forces in Mexico numbered 40,000 
men. General Forey was appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and a demonstration of 
Napoleon's falseness is well illustrated in his 
personal instructions to the man who was to 
carry them into-éffect. 


8 t Instructions. 
a his letter to Forey July 3, 1862, he said

It is not to be denied that if the Mexicans. 
prefer a monarchy it is in the interest of 
France to aid them inethis path. Persons 
will not be wanting who will ask you why we 
propose to spend money and men to estab- 
lish a regular government in Mexico. In the 
present state of the world’s civilization Ku- 
rope is not indifferent to the prosperity of 
America, for it is she who nourishes our in- 
dustries and gives life to our commerce. It 
ls to our interest that the republic of the 
United States shall be powerful and prosper- 
ous; but it is not at all to our interest that 
she should grasp the whole Gulf of Mexico, 
rule thence the Antilles as well as South 
America, and be the sele dispenser of the 
products of tho new. worid,” 

Unfortunately nelther Forey, Saligny, nor 
Lorencez understood, or else they feigned 
to misunderstand, the Emperor's object and 
their instruetions. They evidently failed to 
realize that Napoleon desired above ail 
things to pose before Burope and America 
as a champion of the wronged, and that he 
wished to cheat the civiliged world into the 
belief that he neither desired nor Intended 
to violate the Monroe doctrine, but that his 
action was shaped in Mexico by events over 


f which he had no control. 


Forey, on his arrival in Mexico, called a 
meeting of prominent Mexicans and an As- 
sembly of Notables was organized, to whom 
was intrusted the duty of determining the 
form of government. Napoleon’s agents 
were to be found all over the country, and 
when the result of the deliberation of the 
Assembly of Notables was made public this 
was their official decree: 


Mexico Invites Maximilian. 

“The Mexican nation adopts as its form 
of government a limited hereditary mon- 
archy, with a Catholic Prince. The sov- 
ereign shall take the title of Emperor of 
Mexico. The imperial crown of Mexico is 
offered to his Imperial and Royal Highness 
the Prince Ferdinand Maximilian, Archduke 
of Austria, for himself and his descendants. 
Maximitian was Napoleon's choice. By a 
clause of the treaty of Aguala it was stipu- 
lated that, should the principle: of a con- 
gtitutional monarchy secure adoption the 
crown should be offered first to the Infantes 
of Spain, brothers of Ferdinand VII., and, in 
the event of refusal on their part, to the 
Archduke Charles of Austria. None of these 
suited Napoleon. In Maximilian he ex- 
ted to find a pliant nature that would lean 

to his will, and through his choice he would 
be the real master of Mexican affairs and 
eventually carry out his plans for further 


conquests in the new world. 


„Maximilian was induced to believe 
that his choles by the Mexican nation was a 
popular movement. Personally be had no 
ambition to become the ruler of Mexico, but 
his ambitious wife, Princess Carlotta, had 
set her heart upon it. After much hesita- 
tion Maximilian reluctantly signed away 
his rights to the crown of Austria and ac- 
cepted the crown of Mexico. Napoleon's 
dream began to look Ike a reality.

The ‘entry of the Prefect, about 
midway through the scene, attended by 
his standards, lictors, and breaks 
the monotony somewhat, but the in- 
troduction of the ballet is certainly no 
improvement. The second scene furnishes 
an opportunity for some excellent choral 
work, but the introduction here of Thou'rt 
Passing Hence’ as a solo for Fabius is a 
mistake, and. the transposition from this 
scene to the succeeding one in the Palace 
Gardens of the meeting. between Callias and 
Margarita, at which he learns of her con- 
version, robs it of any real connection with 
the plot.

NE of the most celebrated and inter- 
esting things in the world of astron- 
omers—the gigantic model of the 
moon made in Germany between 
1849 and 1854—has been discovered 

in Chicago, where it has lain boxed up and 
forgotten for more than ten years. This 


das Von Humboldt called | 


It—twenty feet in diameter, composed of 
116, sections, and showing the surface of 
earth’s satellite as it appeared through the 
most powerful telescope—has been brought 
to light by the Field Columbian Museum, 
where it will soon be put into place. 


A history of this model of the moon from 


the. time it was made in Bonn would fill 
several volumes. It is the only thing of the 
kind ever made, and it would cost thousands 
of dollars to make another as scientically 
correct. 

The model, when put together, of course 


represents the moon as a hemisphere, as_ 


but one side of the moon is ever seen from 


the earth. It is made of plaster on a frame- 


‘work of wood and metal and consists of 
116 separate pleces so constructed that they 
may be easily fitted together. It shows 
over 70,000 markings on the surface of the 
moon, and one glance will give a better idea 
of the physical conformation of the earth’s 
satellite than could be obtained by long, 
laborious observation with a telescope. The 


moon’s mountains, craters, plains, and fis- | 


sures are reproduced in bold relief, and when 
hghted from different angles by a powerful 
light all. the phases of the moon from new 
to full may bé seen more vividly than on 
the veritable moon itself. The model, which 


‘is by far the largest, most elaborate, and 


expensive representation of the moon ever 
made, was constructed under the di- 
rection of Dr. J. F. Julius Schmidt, 
at one time director of the ob- 
servatory at Athens, Greece. It is the 
work of years of observation and patient 
labors. Dr. Schmidt is recognized as one 
of the highest authorities on lunar matters. 
The actual work of molding the plaster was 
done by Thomas Dickert, curator of the 
n. use um of the University of Bonn. 

But for its accidental discovery by the 
officers. of the Field Museum the valuable 
del would no doubt have remained in 
rity for many years longer, and most 


: likely would have fallen into ruin and decay. 


The officers of the big museum who are ever 


en the lookout for new material, wanting 


a relief map or model of the moon, wrote 
to Professor Burnham of the Yerkes ob- 
servatoty for information. Professor Burn- 
hem had had his attention called to the pre- 
tentious model above mentioned, and at 
his suggestion Professor Farrington of the 
museum examined the model, and was de- 
lighted to find that it surpassed anything 
he 2 hoped to find extant or possible to 
Make. 
The big half satellite was found on an 
upper floor of the old tenement house at 1435 
State street in the possession of Lewis Reese. 
It was packed away in the original boxes 
in which it was shipped to this count 
from Germany, and until recently some of 
these boxes have not been opened for years. 
The sections were found to be in an excel- 
lent state of preservation, being very care- 
fully packed in the large, q , iron-bound 
boxes which were made expressly for the 
model and which show ‘many evidences of 
their foreign manufacture. For the last ten 


years the model has been in the possession * 


of Mr. Reese—who, by the way, is the only 
maker of astronomical telescope lenses in 
Chicego. It fell into his hands through a 
loan he had advanced to defray storage 
| „ and he was anxious to preserve 
what he considered an astronomical treas- 
ure. Previous to its ownership by Mr. Reese 
the plaster moon had been accumulating 
charges in a storage warehouse, from which 
he redeemed it and moved the boxes to his 
own workshop. Reese thought such a well 
known scientific object would be an easy 
thing to dispose of, but what he considered 
a profitable investment proved, instead. to 
be an elephant on his hands. His efforts to 
dispose of it had about given way to de- 


spair when it was discovered by the Field 


Muscum. 

The big model was brought to the United 
States by G. C. Riverston, who for many 
years has been a resident of Chicago and is 
now living at 134 Oak street. Mr. Riverston, 
who is a man of scholarly attainments and 
* converses in anand 7 ages, — once 

e possessor. of a large fortune, which was 
efforts to exhibit in the United 
States some of the best known and most 
valuable scientific objects then to be had in 
Burope. One of these was Schmidt's model 
of the moon. Riverston had unlimited cap- 
ital at his disposal and paid fabulous prices 
for his collection. ‘The finest microscope 
Seen in this country up to that time, the 
finest Nobert plate ever made, used as a test

quent trips to Europe, became familiar with 
the model of the moon at Bonn and conceived 
the idea of bringing it to the United States, 
where he thought it would excite even great- 
er interest than in Europe. So the moon 
became the property of Riverston and also 
the largest and most valuable item of his 


collection. Before its exile from its native 


land the 116 pieces were put together and

other large cities of Europe 
a great success financially, because of the 


great expense attending its exhibition, the. 


moon attracted much attention from scien- 
tific men and those connected with the 
schools and universities. Free exhibitions 
and lectures were given for school children, 
thousands of whom attended. 


It was in the United States that Riverston |. 
hopec to get back, with large profits, the 


money he had expended for his collection. 
His outfit was accordingly shipped to New 
York, where, in the customs officials. he 
‘met what later proved to be the beginning 
of the long series of disasters that ended in 
financial ruin. The outfit was refused en- 
trance without heavy charges for duty. 

The moon was first exhibited in Steinway 
Hall, New York City, and, although its own- 
er spent several thousand dollars in advertis- 
ing and preparation, the number of people 
who came with the necessary price of ad- 
mission was so small that financially the 
show was a failure. Here, as in Europe, 
free lectures were given to school children. 

The cold, bare surface of the model did not 
attract the general public, and after sev- 
eral unsuccessful attempts the collection 
was brought to Chicago and stored in the old 
Sibley warehouse, which was later burned, 
destroying a large part the collectizn, on 


which there was no insurance. 


The model of the moon was saved and fell 
into the hands of Lewis Reese, who for ten 
years has had the big boxes containing it 
piled up in his work shop. 

Mr. Riverston has a large scrapbook filled 
with clippings relative to the model, most 
of them from foreign publications. He also 
has many letters from European and Amer- 
ican scientists and tronomers, those of 
the former being attes by various United 
States Consuls in Europe. | 

Dr. Schmidt, under whose direction the 
model was made, writes of it: 

“This great and extraordinary undertak- 
ing has at last been completed under my di- 
rection. After five years of incessant labor 
the skillful artist, Thomas Dickert, has made 
a perfect success. It shows at one glance 
the structure and beauties of the moon, the 
zealous observations of many years, the de- 
light of the student in the genesis of mount- 
ains and changes of forms on the surface of 
celestial bodies. It blends instruction with 
pleasure. An artificial display of shadows 
develops it in such surprising and magnifi- 
cent manner that the mind is inveigled into 
the belief of beholding the landscape of the 
veritable moon.”’ 

Professor S. W. Burnham, formerly of the 
Lick Observatory, and now with the Yerkes 
Observatory of the University of Chicako, 
one of the highest living authorities on as- 
tronomical subjects, said: 

I have seen a considerable number of the 
sections of Professor Schmidt and Dick- 
ert's great moon model, and it gives me 
pleasure to say for him that the modei and 
appliances appear to be in excellent condi- 
tion in every way, and so far as I can judge 
as perfect as when in the possession of the 
maker.

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Manuscript of the 
Into the Double- 


First Volume of Dr. See’s Investigations 
”. Systems of the Southern 
Heavens Has Just Gone to Press. 


IT CONTAINS STARTLING SCIENTIFIC RESULTS. 


MANUSCRIPT has just gone to 
press in Cambridge, Mass., that 
marks a far-reaching step in the 
progress of the oldest of the sciences. 
The opening of a new fleld in as- 
tronomy is a matter of more than technical 
interest and appeals with unusual force to 
the general public. 
And an added interest for Chicago be- 


longs the present case because of the 
fact that a great part of the im- 
portnat work in this new astronom- 


ical movement has been accomplished in this 
city, and by a prominent scientist for some 
years connected with a great Chicago inst- 
tution, Dr. T. J. J. See. 


— 


The manuscript in question is the first 
large installment of a survey of the entire 


southern heavens, to be completed fully 
within the next two or three years, giving 
the exact measurements of a great class of 
objects among the southern stars that have 
never before been thoroughly studied with 
a modern telescope. These objects are the 
so-called double stars,“ and the impor- 
tance of the future now clearly before 
“double star astronomy readily appears 
from a review of what its purpose is and 
what it has already accomplished. 

Apother well known Chicagoan, 8. W. 
Burnham, has accomplished one of the most 
impressive steps in the advance of this line 
of work. Mr. Burnham is the chief clerk of 
the local federal court and holds an hon- 
orary professorship in the University of 
Chicago. The story of the beginning of his 
astronomical work many years, ago, witha 
little telescope mounted in the back yard of 
his former residence on Vincennes avenue, 
is already familiar to many newspaper read- 
ers. With that little telescope Mr. Burnham, 
by sheer force of acute skill and untiring 
labor, accomplished more important and ex- 
act observations of double stars than any 
single astronomer before him. A number of 
years ago he was called to the Lick Ob- 
servatory, and there continued his work by 
means of what was then the world’s greatest 
telescope; and now that he has resumed his 
residence in Chicago he expects to still fur- 
ther pursue the task with the mammoth 
Yerkes telescope at Lake Geneva. 

His observations have been mainly of the 
double stars of the northern half of the 
heavens, and his results, unprecedented in 
their magnitude, have been compiled and are 
now awaiting publication as soon as the 
University. of Chicago shall be financially 
able to accomplish it. | 


Work Done by Dr. See. 


The work of Dr. See has been somewhat 
different in scope, although supplementary 
to that of Mr. Burnham. Dr. See first.at- 
tacked the theoretical side of the subject, 
and taking the double star observations of 
Burnham and all the other many observers 
as his material proceeded to lay the founda- 
tion for building double star astronomy into 
an organized science. He found the sub- 
ject an indefinite and wnorganized collec- 
tion of innumerable unexplained and un- 
connected facts, facts obtained by many 
years of observation by many skilled ob- 
servers, but never organized into a system 
by a study of broad underlying principles. 
By a number of years of labor he success- 
fully laid the corner stone of a systematical 
science. The greater part of the work was 
acedmplished at his place of residence on 
Jefferson avenue and was printed from time 
to time in the astronomical journals of this 
country and "Europe and was last year pub- 
lished complete in a large volume entitled 
% Volume I. of Researches on the Evolution 
of the Stellar Systems.” This epoch mak-

‘Instruments and the use of present mathe- 


dertaken to supplement and advance this 
theoretical work by a number of years de- 
voted to practical observation in making 
the great survey mentioned of all the visi- 
ble double stars of the southérn heavens. 
This last task was undertaken in the fall 
of 1896 and the results for the fifst year, ex- 
ceeding all the most sanguine expéctations, 
have now gone to press in the publishing 
house of the Astronomical Joufnal in Cam-

Dr. See passed through Chicago a few 
weeks ago on his way back from the East 
to Arizona to resume the task that he hopes 
to complete there and in Peru in the course 
of the next two or three years. The sig- 
nificant point in this survey is that through 
it Dr. See is enabled by his own direct prac- 
tical observation of many hundred double 
stars to immeasurably strengthen and sup- 
port on the practical side the theoretical 
achievements in organizing double star 
astronomy that he has already accom- 


Unprecedented Advantages. 

No observer since Sir John Herschel has 
been enabled to study the southern double 
stars for any considerable time with a 
good telescope, and no one has ever turned 
upon them an instrument of anything like 
the power of the telescope Dr. See is using. 
He is, in fact, doing for the southern double 
stars. work comparable to the best that 
Burnham and others have done for the 
northern with the great telescopes situated 
in more northerly latitudes. 

A brief outline of the progress of this 
work presents a number of singularly strik- 
ing incidents, whose significance becomes 
clear in the light of a few definite sugges- 
tions of the practical value and future pos- 
sibilities of double star astronomy. The 
older astronomy concerned itself with only 
two principal classes of facts, the move- 
ments of the planets and satellites in the 
solar system and the relative positions of 
ihe innumerable single points of light, in 
distant space, known as “fixed” stars. 
Constant study along these lines, begin- 
ning far back in crude efforts that antedate 
histery, has served to shape the whole 
philosophy and modes of thought of century 
after century, and has affected the prac- 
tical interests of men to a degree not paral- 
leled in the history of any other of the 
natural sciences. But progress in this older 
astronomy has in the present céntury ad- 
vanced to nearly the extreme practical 
limits that are made possible by the world’s 
present skill in the making of astronomical 


matical’ formule. The “new” astronomy 
has a two-fold aspect, its two sides called 
respectively “astrophysics” and double 
star astronomy.” 

Astrophysics is the study of the physical 
constitutions, of, that , the substances 
composing’ the heavenly bodies and the con- 
ditions of temperature in which they move. 
From its very nature astrophysies is 
still an indefinite and unscientific condition, 
though its future is clearly of deep im- 
portance,” It is only accessory to the other 
more exact branches of astronomical] study. 
All the great modern observatories, and es- 
pecially the Yerkes observatory, have an 
extensive equipment of instruments for as- 
trophysical work. 

„Double star astronomy bas turned into 
a new channel the whole drift of as- 
tronomical thought, and is giving to the 
world a new and deeper conception of the 
nature of the universe of heavenly bodies 
in remote space. It is teaching that a 
large proportion, If not all, of the countless 
apparently fixed and single points of light 
that are called the fixed” stars are each 
a system of generally two great bodies, 


countless star systems being “ fixed” or 
“‘ changeless,”” each is in a constant state 
of change, a process of evolution, a state of 
growth from a more or less remote infancy 
toward an inevitable old age and dissolu- 
tion,

through long periods of years of the posi- 
tions of the members of each pair relative 
to one another it has been shown that the 
members of each pair are in motion, some- 
times requiring for a complete revolution 
only a few years, sometimes several cen- 
turies. 

The gathering of such facts as these 
measurements of position has been the task 
of all the many observers that have labored 
for decades in the observation of double 
stars and is the sort of task in which Dr. 
See is engaged in his survey of the south- 
ern heavens. In the time from August, 
1896, to November, 1897, he discovered to 
be double and measured over 500 stars not 
before known to be double, besides making 
new and often superior measures of sev- 
eral hundred already known southern 
“doubles.” At this rate he will be able 
within two or three years more to sweep 
over completely a zone of 75° from the south 
pole of the sky, or nearly the whole of the 
southern half of the heavens. But the 
great lesson that all the fixed stars are 
undergoing constant. change—are-in a state 
of evolution identical in principle with the 
evolution of the plants and animals on the 
earth—this great truth has been put into 


definite, tangible, systematic form by the 


theoretical work Dr. See has based upon 
the facts observed by others and is pre- 
paring to still more firmly ground by the 
body of observational facts he is now gath- 
ering in the south for himself, . 

Dr. See’s work has been.constantly be- 
fore the scientific public, in the astronom- 
ical journals for four,or five years, and 
from time to time prominently before the 
general public, but it has been given special 
prominence within recent weeks. A paper 
published in the Atlantic Monthly for last 
October gave for the first time from his own 
pen a popularized account of his researches, 
and the Atlantic is preparing to print still 
further contributions from him giving more 
extended accounts in untechnical language 
of the task with which heisoccupied. — 


Beginning of His Labors. 


Dr. See’s interest in double star work be- 
gan while a student of astronomy in the 
University of Missouri, and a schoolboyish 
graduating essay written there gave the 
first forecast of the theory on whose devel- 
opment he has since risen to prominence 
in the scientific world. Later years took him 
to the University of Berling and there he 
received with high honors the degree of 
doctor of philosophy, ons the presentation 
of a thesis, written in German, entitled, 
“The Evolution of Double Star Sys 8. 
This thesis set forth certain applications 
to the “double stars’’ of the profound 
studies om tidal action developed by George 
Darwin, the great modern authority on 
tides for the system of earth and moon. 
George Darwin and many others immediate- 
ly recognized the force ot the paper and 
accorded it detailed notice and reviews. See. 
then a young man just gradvated from 
Berlin, was called in 19 to the newly- 
founded University of Chicago and given 
a position of minor rank om its astronomical 
faculty. Within a short time the reputa- 
tion of his attainments in the highe 
branches of mathematical astronomy 
brought to the university's department of 
astronomy a numerous ‘attendance of ad- 
vanced students desirous, of pursuing the 
most abstruse lines of astronomical re- 
search. During the four years he remained 
in Chicago he pursued with most re- 
markable persistence and untiring labor, 


constantly handicapped by a most limited 


and, in fact, barely nominal encouragement 
from the university, the task of preparing 
the manuscript and charts for the first 
volume of his “‘ Researches on the Evolu- 
tion of the Stellar Systems. In the latter 
part of the winter of 96, the centenntal an- 
niversary of the publication of Laplace's 
great Nebular Hypothesis,” the classical 
theory on the evolution of the solar system, 
See’s manuscript was finished.

Went to Arizona. 


While this notable volume wasin press Dr. 
See accepted a position for an indefinite 
term of years to make a double star sur- 
vey of the southern heavens at the Lowell 
movable astronomical observatory, then sit- 
uated in Arizona, later in Mexico, and ul- 
timately to be moved to the Andes of Peru; 
and in July, 96, on leave of absence from the 
university, he left for Arizona, and there 
began his undertaking under such favorable 
auspices as are rarely accorded to an en- 
thusiastic worker in natural science. In 
fact, the whole story of the circumstances 
surrounding the founding and organization 
of the Lowell Observatory are unique in the 
history of science. The founder of the 
observatory and the observatory’s primary 
character and purpose are all as noteworthy 
in their way as fs the astronomical work of 
Dr. See. 

Percival Lowell is a well-known member 
of the Lowell family of Massachusetts, and 
is wealthy, widely traveled, and of prominent 
reputation in the literary world. Some 
years ago he resolved to devote his life and 
fortune to following out an enthusiasm that 
had long possessed him for the study and 
advancement of astronomy. Though a man 
of high education he had not been specially 
trained for a scientific profession, but a 
natural aptitude for the work, encouraged 
by abundant leisure and means to purste 
it, were destined to succeed. He ordered a 
large telescope from a famous instrument- 
maker, and planned and built an astro- 
nomical observatory of such character that 
it could be taken apart and moved from 
place to place in order to secure the best 
possible atmospheric conditions for observ- 
ing whatever heavenly body happened to be 
the particular object of study. The first 
location chosen was Flagstaff, Ariz., and 
there several years were devoted by Mr. 
Lowell and his assistants to a patient and 
careful study of that most fascinating of the 
planets, the earth's near relative; Mars. 
The preliminary results ot this study were 
first made public something over a year ago 
ine Mr. Lowell’s book, entitled Mars,” a 
volume that made no pretensions to being 
technically scientific, but presented in a 
popular form most striking selentific facts 
and speculations. To popularize scienceisa 
difficult and dangerous task; to put scientific 
speculations into popular language is es- 
pecially dangerous; and to discuss in un- 
technical manner but with serious intent so 
extreme a problem as the question of the 
existence of intelligent beings on Mars as- 
tonished and shocked the tender sensibil- 
ities of erudite scientists, But reasonable 
and conservative speculation ‘is a legitimate 
stage in the process of searching for scien- 
tific truths, and all who read Mr. Lowell in 
careful and fair-minded spirit were forced 
to acknowledge that he had performed a 
difficult task in a manner so creditable that 
its effects upon the subject it dealt with were 
destined to be lasting.

HE DIDN'T GET HIS DESERTER. 


Effort of a Spanish Captain to Arrest a 
Cuban in Key West—Where Cool 
Grit Won. 


Key West, Fla., March 13.—The Cubans 
here tell with great glee a story of the revo- 
lution days of the early 70s, when the Span- 


lards sent a warship here in the hope of 
capturing a number of insurgents by guile. 


On a certain morning the steam sloop-of- 
war San Juan,/Captain Ramon Picacero, ar- 
rived in port with many colors flying, and 


after the usual salute to the American flag 
dropped the Captain’s gig into the water 


and with an armed crew came ashore. 
Colonel Williams was at that time in com- 


mand at Fort Taylor, on the east end of 


the island, ahd to Fort Taylor went Don 
Ramon, accompanied by his aid. When 
there, after introducing himself, the Spanish 


Captain, said that he had the honor to in- 
form Colonel Williams that the San Juan's 


mission in Key West was to gather in a 


number of seamen who had deserted from 
it in Havana and escaped to Key West. 
Would the Colonel make to him the great 
favor to assist in securing the deserters? 


Colonel Williams replied that it would be 


a very great pleasure to do anything within 


the law to oblige Captain Picacero, but, un- 


fortunately for the Spanish interests, there 


were no Spanish deserters on the United 
States reservation, and beyond that reserva- 
tion the Colonel had no authority. The Cap- 
tain would have to apply to the Mayor of 
the city, but it would be a pleasure to go 
with the Captain and introduce him to the 


Mayor. | 
Accordingly the two officers went to the 


Mayor’s office, and in response to a request 
from Captain Picacero, a couple of police- 
men were detailed to go around the city with 
the Captain and arrest any deserters from 
the San Juan that the Captain might ~ 


cover. 


Thereafter for several hours Captain Pi- 
cacero, his aid, Colonel. Williams, and the 
policemen marched up and down the streets, 
looking into sailor haunts and finding no one 
who was not beyond question a citizen of 
Key West. Then, at the invitation of the 


Colonel, the party went to a place where

and sat down to rest. 


The Cubans had, of course, kept out of 
sight, and everything. was very peaceful 
around the party at the hotel, when General 
Ignacio Gomez, the leader of the Cuban rev- 
olutionary party in Key West, unable to re- 
strain his hatred for the Spaniard, against 
whom he had a personal grudge, came 
stalking into the hotel, determined to kill 
him, 

The moment Gomez appeared Captain 
Picacero recognized him. Jumping to his 


feet he drew his sword and shouted: 


There is the one man we cam@.to 
seek. Take him. He fs the traitor.” 
Unawed, Gomez whipped out a big re- 


volver, shouting that he had come to shoot 


the Spanish tyrant, and leveled it at the 
Captain's breast.

both of them, One wrenched the revolver 
from Gomez and two more grabbed him by 
convenient folds of his garments and elided 
‘him from the company. Those who sur- 
rounded Captain Picacero did not touch 
him; they merely presented a wall of Yankee 
bodies which he could not pass.

it to my government.” 

“ Offense? You do not know the force of 
my ship, commandant. I can lay your town 
in ashes,” said the Captain. 

I do not know anything about your ship, 
Captain Picacero, and since we are at peace 
with Spain I do not care what itis. But I 
may be permitted to observe that your ship 
is under the guns of the fort and I have no 
doubt that your actions will be more pru-

word. Further, I have to inform you that I 


can have nothing more to say to you until 


you apologize for your incivility.”

Never!“ and swaggering from the hotel he 


went on board. Immediately on arriving 
there the San Juan got up her anchor and 
steamed away toward Havana. She has 
not been seen here since. The one regret 
of the Cubans is that Gomez did not have 
time to pull the trigger.—New York Sun. 


BRITISH CARVED A BACCHUS. 
Prisoners of a Ship of the Royal ivy 


Perch ed the Jolly God on a Tree for 
an American. 


I went to Windham to a training more 


than sixty years ago and my father showed 
me the image called Little God Bacchus. 
It was perched on the outstretched arm of 
a great elm tree that stood directly in front 
of the Stamford House. The figure repre- 
sented the jolly. god Bacchus, nude and 
chubby, sitting astride a sack and holding in 
his arms before him a basket of fruit 
grapes, lemons, peaches, and pears, all col- 
ored so naturally as to tempt the youthful 
passerby. «+ . 


This strange image had a most singular 


history. On the 10th of June, 1776, the 
Americans captured in Long Island Sound 
the British ship Bomrig, Captain Sneyd of 
the royal navy. Four of the prisoners, in- 
cluding the Captain, were brought to Wind- 
ham and. in the old jail, where they 
remained for several months. Their names 
were Edward Sneyd, commander; John Cog- 
gin, boatswain; John Russell, ship's carpen- 
ter; and Williar Cook,seaman. The fate of 
their . fellows. is unknown.. The widow 
Carey, afterwards Mrs. John Fitch, was at 
that time landlady of the inn adjoining the 
jail. Her kindness to the prisoners warmed 
their hearts.with gratitude and inclined 
them to the only return in their power, the 
carving of this wooden image for a keep- 
sake. In 1872 the image was removed to 
Hartford and placed in the window of A. E. 
Brook's restaurant on Main street.
